State School Legislation, 1957 


IotroductioQ 


N UNPRECEDENTED NUMBER of laws of significance to 


education was enacted bj the Statqg during 1957. Legislatures 
m all States except Virginia and Kentucky met in regular or special 
session, or both. One State, Mississippi, convened only ift special 
session. Twelve States convened both regular and special sessions. 
These States are Arkansas, Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, Maine, 
Minnesota, Missouri, New York, Oregon, Rhode Island, Texas, and 
West Virginia. All other States met in regular session. 

No attempt is made here to evaluate the educational significance 
of each act or to indicate the frequency of activity in a given area 
of legislation. As reported an act may introduce or modify (me or 
many educational achievements. It is listed under the heading with 
which it is most closely associated. 

During 1957, the following matters received noteworthy attention : 

Awtucxs’nuTTOif aim Osoawixatiok — C reates or extends pro- 
visions for study commissions on all phases of education; modi- 
fies procedure at State and local level in areas of census, records, 
oon tracts, bids, purchasing, facsimile signatures, elections, dis- 
trict reorganization, parental responsibility for minors, non- 
public schools, and numerous other matters. 

Financial Surokt — N ew or expanded foundation programs ; 
more State aid ; more local taxing power with maximum limits 
raised and soope extended; debt limits in c r eas ed ; administration 
at State level improved through newly crested finance divisions; 
.and finanoe and tax study commissions. 

Hxaan Education — Provides new programs or increases 
funds for scholarships; new or expanded building authorities 
and programs; increases general appropriations and establishes 
new methods of financing; establishes new or extends present 
study commissions; salaries or benefit of personnel increased or 
liberalised.'

- PxaaowKKL — Improves procedures or liberalises benefits to 

personnel consisting of administrators, teachers, and other em- 
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ployeee in relation to higher salaries or allowftnoes; retireipent 
provisions and benefits ; and certification, employment, contract, 
leave, tenure, and other provisions. The term “personnel” as 
used here applies to administrators, teachers, supervisors, board 
members, trustees, attendance officers, bus drivers, cafeteria, and 
other school employees. 

School Butloino Constsuotion— N ew or expanded State aid 
programs; bonding capacity and levy limits increased; State 
loan funds increased and expanded; new building authorities 
created and powers of others extended ; improvements in pro- 
cedures involving standards, leases, and condemnations. 

Special Education — Proyides new programs and increases 
funds for existing programs in areas of adult education; men- 
tally advanced or retarded, and physically handicapped children ; 
vocational and industrial education ; automobile driver training 
and a vision education; practical nurse -training and educational 
television. 

Studmnts— ^I mproves procedures and expands services in ele- 
mentary, secondary, and, higher education in areas of scholar- 
ships, loans, and tuition benefits; health, safety, and physical 
. examination procedures; curriculum, guidance, as- 

signment, employment, apd rehabilitation procedures ; and text- 
books, library, and recreational facilities. The term “students” 
applies to pupils, students, and all others under infraction or 
training at all grade levels.
